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Report of “Omnibus” Committee 


Editor’s Note: At the 1938 Convention of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America several important matters were 
referred to a special committee to study and report back to 
the next convention. These subjects included Selective Regis- 
tration of Males; Birth Reports and Deferred Registration; 
various propositions relating to changes in the fees, including 
the Misner amendment to link transfer fees and state associa- 
tion membership; Color Markings (Comings’ amendment) etc. 

The Committee has completed its report as it will appear in 
the call for the Convention. It was felt, howover, that breed- 
ers would welcome a longer time to consider and discuss these 
matters, and the World is, accordingly, glad to present here 
the complete report. Discussion is urged at breeders’ club 
meetings through the spring season and is particularly invited 
through the larger forum of our Round Table Department. The 
Committe, we understand, expects to meet again at Conven- 
tion time where any suggestions for amendment will be 
brought together and considered as a basis for further recom- 
mendations to the Convention. 





To the Delegates 
HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN ASSOCIATION OF AMERICA: 

Your Committee appointed to study and report on 
various problems from the 1938 Convention, herewith 
submits its report and recommendations. 

Selective Registration of Males 

The desirability of setting up some system for Selec- 
tive Registration of Males to eliminate the potentially 
undesirable, is beyond argument. However, the problem 
is a complicated one. Selective registration of males, as 
practised in Holland, would require personal inspection 
of every herd book entry. The distance and attendant 
expenses in this country would make the cost prohibi- 
tive. Further judging fitness of bull calves solely on the 
basis of their type is not recommended as a sufficient or 
wholly satisfactory and conclusive basis of acceptance. 
Your Committee furthur believes that the Holstein in- 
dustry is not yet ready for a compulsory system requir- 
ing every bull accepted for registration to be from a dam 
with a production record. 

It is strongly recommended that the slow but safe and 

sound process of education be continued to promote more 
intelligent and wise voluntary selection of bulls for ser- 
vice in our pure bred Holstein herds. Present methods 
which are pointing in the right direction are all forms 
of production testing AR, HIR, and DHIA; Herd Class- 
ification; our county fairs and larger exhibitions; Black 
and White Shows; college extension activities, with 
Which we should continue to work closely, and all ac- 
tivities leading toward greater knowledge of our animals 
and the science of breeding. 
_ Your Committee recommends a few definite changes 
in the present system of Herd Classification with a view 
to strengthening it as a Selective Registration tool. 
These recommendations are being submitted to the 
Board of Directors which has the responsibility of mak- 
ing the definite rules, but which we feel may be of inter- 
est to the Convention. 

We recommend that the age limit for scoring bulls in 
Herd Classification be raised to three years. This scor- 
‘Ng at present may be done when the bull is two years 
= We believe that in many cases a more accurate pic- 
ure can be had at the older age. 
ins We recommend that the present number of ten official 
a. be reduced and we believe that three to five 

be sufficient. We feel that with this smaller 





number it will be possible to bring the inspectors togeth- 
er more frequently for comparative work and that as a 
consequence the scoring and classifying of animals will 
be done with greater uniformity and efficiency. 
Alternative Form of Classification 

We recommend that the Board of Directors institute 
an alternative form of classification covering individual 
animals designated by the owner, but with the provi- 
sions that each such owner also agrees to submit the re- 
mainder of his herd to examination by the Inspector, who 
shall designate those rating Fair and Poor. Any ani- 
mals so designated shall be subject to the same provi- 
sions as in regular Herd Classification. 


Under this alternative plan, breeders would have the 
opportunity to secure an official type rating on selected 
top individuals of their herds, at lower cost than would 
be required for a complete classification of the whole 
herd. To secure that service, they would be required 
to agree to cancellation of registration of any animals in 
the herd which the inspector might designate to be Poor 
and to offer for registration no male calves from cows 


which the inspector might determine as Fair. The 
examination of the herd to determine these lower 
classes would be done by the Inspector without 


additional charge to the owner. The service should 
be performed by the Association at the lowest fees 
possible to cover the actual expense involved. With 
proper organization of inspector’s trips, it should be pos- 
sible to provide this alternative plan of inspection ser- 
vice at a lower cost to the owner than the present com- 
plete Herd Classification plan. 


Birth Reports — Deferred Registration 

Several proposals were referred to this Committee 
covering the board subject of Birth Reports, Early Reg- 
istration and Deferred Registration. It is recognized 
that accuracy of the record is very definitely promoted 
by having a system of birth reports or by requiring com- 
pletion of the registry at an early age within 30 to 60 
days of the birth of the animal. Birth reports, however, 
add to the “red tape’’ required of breeders and likewise 
to the office expense of the Association. Early regis- 
tration has the objectionable feature that it tends to oper- 
ate directly against voluntary Selective Registration and 
is also objected to by breeders on account of complete 
loss of the fees involved in case of death of the calf 
while still in the period of greater mortality. Deferred 
Registration also involves a definite financial problem 
to the Association in the period while such plan is be- 
ing instituted. 

Your Committee has worked out a combination plan 
which seems to accomplish all of the desirable features 
of Birth Reports or Early Registration, and embodies 
the practical selective advantages of Deferred Registra- 
tion, at the same time curing the principal objections 
which appear for each of them. The proposed plan ap- 
pears separately in the Call as a proposition for amend- 
ment of the By-laws and is recommended by this Com- 
mittee for adoption by the Convention. 

In brief, this proposal sets the minimum fee for 
registration at $1.50 per animal (either sex) for mem- 
bers, and $2.50 for non-members of the Association. 
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This minimum fee applies only on animals offered for 
registration before they are two months old. After two 
months from birth, the fee increases 25 cents for each 
month (or fraction thereof) until the animal is 2 years 
old. After the animal has reached the age of 24 
months, it will be accepted only after inspection by the 
Association and satisfactory proof of identity. The fee 
for inspection of such animals is recommended to be $15 
each. 


An important added provision is that for animals 
registered before they are two months old, the Associa- 
tion agrees to refund the full amount of the fee upon 
request of the original applicant and surrender of the 
certificate at any time before the animal is 15 months 
old (if a male) or 36 months old if a female. The sig- 
nificance of this provision is apparent. Owners may 
secure full refund of the fee paid on any animal which 
dies within this extended period, or on any anima] which 
develops unsatisfactorily. It will be noted that the re- 
fund age limit on females is extended to a point well 
within the expected first lactation. Voluntary selection 
is thus encouraged. The greater accuracy of early regis- 
tration is secured without adding to the office detail or 
“red tape’? required of the owner, or the attendant in- 
creased clerical cost to the Association. 

The fee schedule is simplified by making the same 
rates apply to both males and females, which is logical 
from the standpoint of costs of handling the registration 
by the Association. The suggested minimum scale is a 
compromise between the present minimum rates for 
males and females. It represents a decrease of 50 cents 
each for males; a similar increase for females. The fee 
suggested should result in a small increase in total reve- 
nue to the Association, but is still well within the range 
charged by most other breed associations. The more 
liberal policy of refunds of fees together with the lower 
rate for males, should balance to the breeder the small 
advance in price of registration for females, and we 
strongly urge the adoption of this proposed amendment, 
which would take effect on January 1, 1940. This date 
is suggested in order to start with the next fiscal year 
of the Association and to permit time for complete 
notification and instruction of breeders regarding the 
changes in the rules. 


Transfer Fees — Misner Proposal 

The 1938 Convention referred to this Committee the 
amendment offered by Mr. Paul B. Misner in regard to 
transfer fees and state associations. This proposal 
would raise the transfer fees 50 cents in each bracket, 
but with the provision that a refund or rebate of 50 
cents would be made on each transfer application filed 
by a member of a recognized cooperating state associa- 
tion. In considering this matter, the first procedure of 
the Committee was to secure an opinion from the Coun- 
sel of the Association, Mr. C. M. Horn, as to the legality 
or constitutionality of such a method of procedure. Mr. 
Horn has submitted to this Committee a detailed and 
well-reasoned opinion that this plan would be entirely 
legal and constitutional. He points out the latitude 
given under our incorporation and our constitution and 
By-Laws in determining courses of action for the pro- 
motion of the welfare of the breed and its breeders. He 
refers to the definite authorization now given for co- 
operative effort along these lines through state associa- 
tions and the provisions already made for apportioning 
funds from the National Association to the State Asso- 
ciations for use in a common purpose. 


After thorough study, your Committee recommends 
the adoption of the Misner amendment, with certain 
added qualifying details which are given in the revised 
proposal appearing in the Call of the 1939 Convention. 
The changes, it will be noted, simply add further safe- 
guards in operation to provide and insure a close co- 
operation between the several state organizations and 
the Extension Service of The Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America. We recognize that many of our State 
Associations are doing and have long done excellent and 
effective work for the promotion of the industry. We 
desire to preserve and expand this local effort and initi- 
ative. We firmly believe, however, that is should be co- 
ordinated and all fitted into a cohesive national program, 
subject to such local modifications as circumstances may 
indicate to be desrable. We believe a uniform general 
procedure should be followed with the several state or- 
ganizations, rather than continuing the present idea of 
turning back funds directly to some states and having 
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National representatives furnish the field service in 
others. 

Under this plan, every breeder transferring animals 
on our records will be making a definite contribution 
to the funds available for extension work. In one in- 
stance, he joins his state association and contributes his 
membership fee thereto. Otherwise, he pays the added 50 
cents on each transfer he files. ‘The result would nec- 
essarily be a great expansion of state membership, which 
is highly desirable in many ways in addition to the use 
of the funds from these local membership fees for breed 
promotional purposes. From those breeders who do not 
assist in carrying on the work through the State Asso- 
ciation, the added 50 cents per transfer will make avail- 
able increased funds through the National Extension De- 
partment. 

Details of administration can be worked out by Di- 
rector of Extension, and no effort has been made by your 
Committee to recommend any procedure beyond the 
broad general application which is intended to provide 
for effective use of the added funds for breed extension 
purposes. 

There will be many probiems covering individual 
cases in states where no present state organization exists 
und likewise details of agreements with existing state 
associations. We recommend, therefore, that the pro- 
posed changes be made effective as of January 1, 1940 
to permit full perfection of the many details. 


Color Markings 

The proposal of George H. Comings in regard to 
changes in the rules covering leg markings that bar 
registry and referred to this Committee for study, was 
given careful consideration. The Committee is by no 
means satisfied that the present rules on this subject are 
perfect or even scientifically based. In fact, after con- 
ference with various geneticists, it is quite evident that 
there is a lack of any comprehensive knowledge of the 
inheritance of color patterns. It has long been a 
troublesome subject. We were agreed that the present 
rules doubtless work injustices in some cases. However, 
the consensus of opinion of the Committee is that more 
drastic rules (including the Comings proposal to bar 
from registry any male having black markings next to 
the hoof) would have serious results of an unfavorable 
nature in debarring a much larger number of animals of 
a quality which the breed cannot afford to lose. On the 
other hand, the effort to continue to breed animals with 
the characteristic white stockings of our breed is re- 
garded as worthwhile from the standpoint of breed ad- 
vertisement. We believe this reflects the opinion of the 
great majority of our breeders. In the Secretary’s office, 
studies of 3,000 registry applications have been made 
under Mr. Norton’s direction in each of four periods— 
—1885-1911-1928 and 1938. These studies reveal that 
the percentages of undesirable leg markings is slightly 
decreasing. We believe voluntary discrimination of 
breeders against such undesirable leg markings will re- 
sult in their gradual elimination to a final point where 
more stringent rules can be adopted without hardship. 

We recommend, therefore, that for the present no 
basic changes be made in our rules governing thig sub- 
ject We recommend further that the Committee on 
Convention Arrangements invite some _ geneticist of 
standing to discuss this matter as a part of the Open 
Forum program at the 1939 Convention. 

We propose also a simple clarifying amendment to 
Article IV, Section 12. Item 7, thereunder, really 
covers two subjects which we suggest be split into two 
separate items, as shown in the accompanying copy.

expertness and experience in the art of judging dairy 
animals. It should be of particular interest, therefore, 
for the readers of the World to study the summary of the 
measurements made by the writer of this fine group of 
animals and published by permission of R. Austin Back- 
us, manager of the sale. 

The width at the hips, the length of the rump and the 
height at the hips and the circumference of the girth just 
back of the shoulders was taken for practically all of the 
animals sold. A few were missed because they were 
brought into the sales barn after the measuring had been 
completed. 

Ninety-nine females two years old or over were iIn- 
cluded in the summary shown in the table given here- 
with. Averages are given, also, for 12 heifers between 
the ages of one and two. 

Twelve females between the ages of one and two 
years measured 19 inches across the hips, 17 inches in 
length of rump and 52 inches high, a total of 88 inches, 
with a girth back of the shoulders of 71 inches. Ac- 
cording to the United States Department of Agriculture 
Scale these animals would average to weigh 1027 
pounds. The length of the rump was 89 per cent of 
the breadth across the hips. 

For the older females, the average of each dimension 
is given by age groups in the table. The average total 
of the width at the hips, length of the rump, and height 
at the hips was 91 inches for two year olds, 93 inches for 
three year olds, 94 inches for four year olds, 96 inches 
for five year olds, 95 for six year olds, and 97 inches for 
females 7 years and older. From the table, it appears 
that animals, as they get older, grow more in breadth at

the hips and in length of rump than in height at the 
hips 

The girth just back of the shoulders averaged 74 in- 
ches for two year olds, 75 for three year olds, 77 for 
four year olds, 80 for five year olds, 78 for six year olds, 
and 82 for females seven years and older. 

The girth amounted to 81 per cent of the total of the 
three measurements mentioned for animals two and 
three year old, 82 per cent for animals four years old, 
83 per cent for animals five years old, 82 per cent for six 
year olds, 85 per cent for animals 7 years and older, and 
81 per cent for the heifers one to two years of age. 

Altho the numbers included in the groups were small, 
it appears that the girth just back of the shoulders runs 
slightly more than four-fifths of the other three meas 
surements taken. For older animals, it bears a slightly 
higher ratio to the sum of the three measurements then 
it does for the younger animals. 

The prices paid did not bear any particular relation 
to the size of the animal. This was to be expected be- 
cause of the unusual variation in show qualities and in 
the pedigrees of the animals offered in this sale. It is 
interesting to know, however, that cows five years old 
averaged the highest in price of any of the age groups. 

According to the girth just back of the shoulder, the 
average weight of 24 cows between 2 and 3 years old 
would be 1153 pounds, while the average weight of those 
between 5 and 6 years old would be 1,423 pounds accord- 
ing to the U. S. Department of Agriculture scale. 
This would make a difference in weight of only 270 Ibs. 
between the two-year-old and five-year-old females gold. 
But according to my measurements the five-year-old 
cows were three inches broader at the hips than the two- 
year-olds and one inch longer over the rump, as well as

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Some History Brought Up to Date 


Watertown and Waukesha, Wis. Sales Total Above $2,000,000 Mark 


Since Inauguration 29 Years Ago—Veteran Breeders to be Honored 


HE recent announcement by Baird and Darcey that 
T their spring sale of 1939 would be a special Silver 

Anniversary event has inspired the World’s Re- 
search Department into unusual activity. Going back 
through the early files of the World and Register, we 
have greatly enjoyed the task of searching out and list- 
ing the public sales activities at Waukesha and Water- 
town, down through the years. On the facts, we think 
it is safe to make the assertion that Watertown, Wis., 
is the oldest auction market for cattle in the United 
States where public auction consignment sales of our 
breed have been held at least annually since 1910. 
Waukesha comes close behind, with a continuous record 
since 1914. During all of this period at Waukesha and 
for most of it at Watertown, the present U. S. National 
sponsors, W. L. Baird of Waukesha and Francis Dar- 
cey of Watertown have been actively identified with the 
promotion and management. 

In digging back through the records we have greatly 
enjoyed refreshing our memories about these import- 
ant events of earlier days. Perhaps many of our readers 
would get similar enjoyment from a_ presentation of 
some of these facts. 

WATERTOWN, WIS., SALES 
Consignment sales were started at Watertown, Wis., 


in May 1910 and have been held at least annually to 
date. 
From 1910 to 1925, twenty-five consignment sales 


have been held here. The early ones were managed by 
E. E. Randall and §S. E. Jones; E. M. Hastings handled 
several; Francis Darcey was connected with Inter-County 
Breeders Sales here starting in 1916 under that name. 
Not all the reports are complete but we have figures on 
19 sales in these early series in which 2383 head were 
sold for $$562,305, an average of $236. 

Highest price paid here was $4350 in April 1919 for 
the yearling bull, King Rachel Gewina Homestead, con- 
signed by Robert & Louis Luedke, and bought by Fred 
Albrecht, all of Watertown. 

Many famous animals have gone through this ring. 
Bob Haeger paid $310 for 8-year-old Minerva Beets in 
May 1914 (twenty-five years ago). She was National 
grand champion that fall and held undisputed sway as 
top aged cow in our show rings until 1919. Oak De Kol 
Ollie Homestead, National grand champion in 1916-17 
twice passed through Watertown sales ring. O. I. Sette 
paid August Knospe $625 for him in 1911 and sold him 
again in the 1912 fall sale to Col. French of Iowana for 
$1000. In that same sale, Col. French paid $3000 for 
Ollie Watson Prima Donna, and $2100 each for two of 
her daughters. Senator Hackney paid $2325 for Wis- 
consin Bess Piebe Laura, carrying a calf that later be- 
came famous as Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King, sire 
of May Walker Ollie Homestead. In the 1911 Water- 
town sale, David Munro of Washington paid S. B. Jones 


& Son $3500 here for Bess Piebe Homestead. The 
later to be famous sire, Sir Johanna Fayne, was sold in 
the first Watertown Sale for $200 to the Illinois breeder 
from whom Col. French later purchased him. 
WAUKESHA 

Consignment sales at Waukesha started in May 1914 
and have been continued annually for 25 years to date. 
In the period from May 1914 to May 1925, the Wau- 
kesha County organization held twenty-one sales in 
which 1890 head were sold for $600,050, an average of 
$317.50. The first sale in the series resulted in an aver- 


age of $252 for 77 head, with an $800 top cow. Mos: 
sensational was the sale held here Nov.11, 19198 when 
67 head brought $69,815, an average of $1042. In 


this sale, the bull, Creation, was bought for $20,000 by 
Col. Gustave Pabst from Col. Fred Pabst. In that same 
sale, D. J. Howell paid $5000 for the bull, King Ina 
Ormsby, and Baird Brothers topped the female prices 
with $3250 for Jennie Segis De Kol. Burke to Clover 
Leaf Stock Farm, Valparaiso, Ind. In the previous sale 
(May 1919) John Zoberlin purchased from Pabst Farms 
for $2425, the bull, Pabst Korndyke Cornflower that has 
made such contribution to breed history. 


In 1920, Nelson and Skewes of Union Grove, paid 
Carnation $6200 for Carnation King Ormsby Mercedes, 
a son of the $106,000 bull out of a daughter of Sir Pie- 
tertje Ormsby Mercedes. 

In 1923, Pabst Korndyke Star, sire of Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst, was sold here for $2,000, after the war 
boom had gone into a tail spin. 

In 1926, the U. S. National Sale Series was inaugur- 
ated by W. L. Baird, Francis Darcey and Bob Haeger, be- 
ing continued by the first two mentioned since Haeger’s 
death in 1932. In 20 sales in this series, 4,973 head have 
been sold for $1,013,330, a grandaverage of $203.76. 
Combined with the other sales, we have this impressive 
total:

Another National grand champion, Jo- 
hanna Pieterje Artis Creamelle, brought $4500 in the 
1929 fall sale. Dewdrop Pabst Keyes Meg Posch is a 
more recent National grand champion to go through this 
ring 

W. L. Baird, secretary for the Waukesha County Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association, managed all of the county 
sales after the first one (Baird Bros. supported the first 
one with a consignment) and as mentioned has been as- 
sociated with all of the U. S. National Sales since their 
beginning in 1926. 

It is quite fitting in view of these years of service by 
both Mr. Baird and Mr. Darcey that they shoud designate 
their forthcoming spring sale as a 25th Anniversary 
event. Out of that original anniversary idea has grown 
another very pleasing and significant development. On 
the evening of March 29 at Oconomowoc, Wis. (midway 
between Waukesha and Watertown) will be held a dinner 
at which special honor and recognition will be given to 
Wisconsin Holstein breeders who have been active in the 
business for 25 years or more. The group is an im- 
pressive one, and will furnish concrete evidence of the 
permanence of this industry. A preliminary list shows 
109 Wisconsin breeders qualifying for the 25-year Club.

“Omnibus Committee Report” 


E are pleased to present in this issue for the in- 

W rormation of our readers the complete report of 
the special committee to which at the last conven- 

tion several important problems were referred for study. 
We are sure our readers will be glad of the added op- 
portunity for study and discussion which this early pub- 
lication invites. We hope state and local clubs will bring 
these matters to the attention of their members for 
group discussion so that delegates to the 1939 Conven- 
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tion may be thoroughly informed. Special] invitation is 
extended for full discussion of any of these points 
through World Round Table Department. 

There are a few points in connection with this report 
upon which we desire to comment briefly at this time. 
First of these is the proposed new system of registration. 
In general, we think it offers a grand solution for a num- 
ber of problems. It has long been recognized that early 
registration promotes accuracy, although discouraging 
voluntary selection. Previous suggestions have embodied 
Birth Reports and Deferred Registration, which have 
found no objection for two principal reasons—-added fuss 
and red tape and temporary disclocation of the finances 
of the Association. 

The solution here proposed accomplishes all of the 
desirable features of such a program, and at the same 
time eliminates the objectionable features. The prin- 
cipal change from the present system is the requirement 
that minimum fees would apply one before the calf is 
two months old. This would mean a little more fre- 
quent attention to the matter of registrations. but we 
feel sure would be no serious hardship to breeders once 
they became accustomed to it. The basic rates are 
changed slightly—pbulls and heifers being set at the same 
rate, and representing for members a drop of 50 cents 
each on males, a similar raise on females. Breeders have 
also the benefit of a refund of the fee on calves that may 
die for which cancellation may be desired up to 15 
months of age for males and 3 years of age for females. 
The proposal on penalty fees after two months of age is 
to increase the basic fee by 25 cents a month up to two 
years, and thereafter a flat fee of $15 with inspection to 
prove identity. It is rather likely that a substitute on this 
penalty fee arrangement will be offered by the Com- 
mittee to make it a little lesc complicated in admin- 
istration. Perhaps the basic fees could double on ani- 
mals over two months and under twelve months; and 
double again between 12 and 24 months, and meet these 
administrative objections while still accomplishing the 
purpose sought by the original recommendation. 

Another recommendation of the Committee which we 
feel is very important is the so-called Misner amend- 
ment. When this was under discussion last vear., question 
of its legality was raised. Mr. C. M. Horn, Counsel of 
the Association, has given the Committee a well-reasoned 
opinion in which he states the conclusion that such an 
arrangement would be entirely legal and consistent with 
our constitution and by-laws. and past policy. This plan 
would operate to increase the transfer fees by 50 cents 
each to all who are not members of recognized, cooperat- 
ing state associations. This arrangement would operate 
to increase greatly the membership of state associations 
and likewise their opportunities for effective extension 
work. It would also insure that every breeder using the 
facilities of the Association woud be making an equi- 
table contribution to the funds used for general exten- 
sion activities. We believe it holds more possibilities for 
the sound building of our extension program than any 
idea that has come along in many years. There are 
many operation details to study out, but none of them 
at all insuperable. State associations will do well to 
give this some real constructive study. 

Again, we invite breeder discussion of these matters 
through our columns. 


Proposed Rate Changes Withdrawn 


ENTION was made in our was made in our last is- 
Meee of a proposal by the railroads to cancel the rate 

scheduled in effect for many years on cattle and 
other material for exhibition which provided for a free 
return to point of origin. Evidently this announcement 
drew wide protest from breeders, fair managers, etc., and 
we are now advised by H. Wilson, Conference Chairman 
of the Trunk Line Association, that upon further con- 
sideration of this matter by the carriers, it has been de- 
cided to withdraw this proposal and continue the present 
tariff in effect. We feel this was a very wise decision on 
the part of the railroads and are glad to be able to make 
this announcement for the information of our readers. 


This liberal tariff arrangement contributes very ma- 
terially to the success of our fairs and exhibitions, and 
particularly the development of our live stock interests. 
It undoubtedly results not only in more valuable and in- 
teresting fairs through stronger displays of breeding an- 
imals, but also contributes to a wider dissemination 0! 
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breeding stock. It broadens the whole field and in ad- 
dition to the benefits which the breeding industry re- 
ceives thereby, it results in much added business for the 
railroads. News of their decision to continue the pre- 
vious arrangement on such shipments will be received 
with much gratification. 


Association Business Holding Up 


HE first nine weeks of 1939 show a slight gain in 
T both registry and transfer applications filed with the 

Secretary’s office, compared with corresponding 
periods of 1938, and a rather striking increase in appli- 
cations for membership. The latter item is 107 com- 
pared with 77 for the earlier period, a gain of about 
39%. Registry applications total 20,434, a gain of 248 
or 1.22%. Transfer applications stand at 9,433, a gain 
of 8 or .08%. As the 1938 periods were tops for that 
whole year on registrations, the increase, even though 
small, is quite gratifying. 


Grade A Milk Problems 


REFERRED position in the New York Milk Shed 
Pras been held for years by producers supplying Grade 

A products for this market. It commands a price 
3 cents a quart above the regular Grade B price, and in 
past years about half of this increase went back to the 
producer as recompense for the special care given. 

Then as the sanitary quality of Grade B milk pro- 
gressively improved, it seemed necessary to increase the 
fat content of the Grade A milk in order to sell it at the 
profitable premium price. This effort caused Holstein 
breeders much grief until the solution was found through 
the use of approved standardizing equipment. 

But under existing economic conditions—and with 
the reliable quality of Grade B milk in the same market 
—-sales of Grade A continued to slip and the large com- 
panies mostly found themselves with more of it on their 
hands than they could sell. This has resulted in lowered 
premiums for producers, based on the proportion actually 
sold at retail. 


Just recently several Grade A plants have been de- 
graded to reduce the supply and the requirements as to 
fat content raised a couple of points. Sheffield Farms, 
important factors in this market, now refuse to take 
any Grade A milk testing under 4%. The word went 
out also that they frowned on Holstein producers meet- 
ing this situation by standardizing—that they were re- 
quiring the test to be brought up by mixing Holstein 
herds with higher testing cows. 


The Extension Service and officials of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America has been in touch with 
Sheffield officials in the matter. They report a most 
sympathetic attitude on the part of the Sheffield Com- 
pany, and full appreciation of the unfavorable factors 
involved in mixing up pure bred herds. We are, accord- 
ingly, authorized to state to the Holstein public that 
owners of straight, pure bred Holstein herds will continue 
to be permitted to meet their 4% Grade A standard by 
standardization. Owners of grade and mixed herds are 


a asked to produce it naturally, without standard- 
zing. 


While we are sorry to see this development, and 
believe that dairymen are again being made the victims 
of a butterfat race for markets for which producers will 
eventually pay, we are highly gratified at the considera- 
tion given pure bred breeder interests. It is up to every 
Holstein breeder who is using standardization to do it 
carefully and regularly, the same every day. Failure of 
some dairymen to do it that way is the thing that nearly 


caused it to be thrown out for all Grade A milk pro- 
duction 


It should be pointed out to our breeders concerned 
that Sheffield is unable to permit standardization at all 
of their plants, because there are some health officers, 
notably in New Jersey, who definitely prohibit it either 
on farms or in milk plants under their jurisdiction. 
Holstein breeders supplying Sheffield plants that do not 
come under that jurisdiction, however, are assured of 
every possible consideration. 


, Some have felt that a battle should be put up in 
half of the grade Holstein man in these Grade A 
markets—that under this set-up he will cease to be in the 
market for Holstein bulls and will gravitate toward 
other breeds. There is a real point here. The fact is 
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however that it is chiefly in these grade and mixed herds 
that uneven and careless standardization has occurred 
which has threatened to throw the whole practice into 
disrepute. They can always cure their situation to their 
advantage by shifting their nerds over to a pure bred 
basis. Just what will happen in the general milk market 
of Metropolitan New York is in the unpredictable future. 
We feel, however, that the efficient Holstein cow will 
continue to hold her place in providing the bulk of it.

British-Canadian Controversy 


From the February issue of the British Friesian 
Journal: 

Imported Canadian Cattle 

“A statement by a Baron, whose name is well known, 
to the effect that Canadian Friesians are better than 
homebred ones, has drawn protests and corrections to 
the newspaper concerned. 

Undoubtedly there are some Friesians in Canada, 
but whether numbers of them come to Britain under 
existing circumstances is questionable, in view of the 
trouble and expense and of the limited prices obtainable 
in this country for animals that can have no more than 
commercial value. It is also certain that some of the 
imported Canadian Friesian cattle are not too represen- 
tative of the true breed as supporters in all parts of the 
world know it. Their butterfat, too, may be doubtful. 

Once more the position of these imported cattle, so 
far as Herd Book and registration are concerned, can be 
stated; namely, that whatever pedigrees and registra- 
tion papers these imported cattle may have, their entries 
will never be accepted in the British Friesian Herd Book 
unless their importation is arranged with and sanctioned 
by the British Society before the animals leave Canada. 
By this means, the improvement of breeding is main- 
tained and the risks of speculation and undermined con- 
trol are avoided. Just imagine the position of any breed 
in this country if dealers could import, without any sort 
of control, large numbers of animals merely for sale.”

scoring and publication and likewise through identi- 
fication and elimination from the registry of animals 
classifying Poor and the future registration of bulls 
from dams classifying Fair. 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that we recom- 
mend to the Board of Directors the setting up of an 
alternative form of classification covering individual 
animals designated by the owner, with the provision 
that each such owner shall agree that the official 
inspector shall examine all other eligible animals in 
the herd and designate those rating Fair or Poor. 
Such animals as may be so designated shall be sub- 
ject to the same provisions as in regular Herd Class- 
ification. 


AMENDMENTS 

By W. S. Moscrip, Chairman, Committee on Selec- 
tive Registration, Color Markings, Birth Reports, 
etc. 

To amend Article IV, Section 46 by substitution of 
the following: 

On and after January 1, 1940, fees for the regis- 
tration of American bred animals in the Herd Book 
of The Holstein-Friesian Association of American 
shall be as follows: 

“The minimum fee for registry of both males and 
females shall be $1.50 each for members of the As- 
sociation and $2.50 for non-members, provided the 
application accompanied by the fee is filed with the 
Secretary before the animal is two months of age. 
Thereafter, a penalty fee of 25 cents per month (or 
fraction thereof) shall be added to this minimum 
fee until the animal reaches the age of 24 months. 
Animals over 24 months of age will be accepted for 
registry only after special inspection by an inspector 
of the Association with satisfactory proof of identity 
and payment of a fee of $15 for each animal to be 
inspected.”’ 

This Section now reads: 

‘“‘American bred animals shall be registered in the 
Herd Book only upon application made upon forms 
furnished by the corporation, and the payment of a 
fee of two dollars each for males under one year 
old, and three dollars each if over one year old, by 
members of the corporation: and three dollars each 
if under one year old, and five dollars if over one 
year old, by non-members.”’ 

To amend Article IV, Section 47 by substitution of 
the following: 

In the case of America bred animals registered on 
and after January 1, 1940, at the minimum fees pre- 
scribed in the section preceding, the Association will 
cancel the registry, refund the fee paid upon re- 
quest of the original applicant for such registry, 
and surrender the certificate thereof, at any time 
before the animal is 15 months old, if a male, or 36 
months old, if a female. 

This Section now reads: 

“The fee for the registry of females under one year 
old is one dollar and if over one year old, one dollar 
and fifty cents for members; and for non-members, 
one dollar and fifty cents each for females under 
one year old, and if over one year old, two dollars 
and fifty cents.” 

To amend Article IV, Section 12, by separating the 
present Item 7 into two parts to read. 

(7) Black and white intermixed to give grayish 
appearance. 

(8) Color other than distinct black or white. 
Note: This involves no change in the present re- 
quirements on color. 


To amend Article IV, Section 48 to read: 

On and after January 1, 1940, a register of trans- 
fer of ownership of any animal registered in the 
Herd Book will be made on application of the owner; 
if made by a member of the corporation, the charge 
will be $2.00 and if made by a non-member, the fee 
for each transfer will be $2.50, provided the applica- 
tion accompanied by the fee is received within three 
months of date of sale; if after that, the charge will 
be $2.50 to members; $3.50 to non-members. A 
certificate of each transfer will be made by the Sec- 
retary in such form as may be prescribed by the 
Board of Directors. If, however, the applicant 
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for transfer at time of making application is a mem- 
ber in good standing of a State Holstein-Friesian 
Association recognized by and eooperating with The 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America in promo- 
tion of the interests of this breed, he shall be en- 
titled to a reduction of 50 cents from the fees above 
prescribed for each transfer so filed by him. 


BANG RESEARCH NEEDED 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Your article on Bang’s disease is very important to 
me and others who study this disease in their dairy 
herds. We need more articles of this kind. Also, as is 
suggested by some, we need more research along these 
lines. 

For several years, I have had to do my own research 
to carry out the improvement of my herd and protesting 
the animals against this trouble. My cows were tested 
for Bang’s disease. They were about half positive with 
it. I decided I would institute a program to control it. 

I have reasoned that disease cannot exist if the ani- 
mal is fortified against ill health. I reasoned that iodized 
salt was of great value; that minerals such as phos- 
phates were of value. The fertilizers one puts on the 
field crops helps the cattle to obtain these valued min- 
erals. They can also be given in the feed. 

In the study of other herds, I find those who feed 
minerals have little trouble. Sanitation at calving time 
is important. Breed the cows after they have been in 
about two or three months. They then can have had 
time to clear their systems of the abortion germs. These 
ideas when practiced in the various herds have been 
giving results. 

Some herds who have innoculated heifers at the age 
of four to eight months have had little trouble with them 
after that. However, a positive seems to give less 
troubles than negatives in the experience of most dairy- 
men I have talked with. 

I have been studying this disease for about 30 years 
all together. We had it in our herd when I was a small 
boy. We still had some trouble when I was older. The 
same herd of cows when sold gave some trouble. I have 
read articles on it all along and today I can say that 
with plenty of iodine to give good thyroid action and 
plenty of phosphate in their feed coming off the land, 
there is little trouble. Other minerals such as calcium 
are very necessary too. Disease cannot exist if the ani- 
mal is well fortified against it and the breeding is done 
say three months after calving. The cow’s system keeps 
ahead of the disease.

Test (H. I. R.), with more than half of them having completed ten years of this work and now well along on 
their eleventh year.

One of the first to respond to our 
request for more news about CTA 
work was Mr. Rowland Bishop, sec- 
retary of the Union County (Ohio) 
Dairy Herd Improvement Associa- 
tion. Mr. Bishop sent us the Jan- 
uary report of his association, which 
in addition to giving reports of all 
members, listed the ten high cows for 
both milk and fat production for the 
month. The highest producing herd 
for the month was owned by J. L. 
Boerger & Son of Irwin, which av- 
eraged 62.1 Ibs. fat from 1,902 Ibs. 
milk for 10 cows. This herd also 
showed the lowest feed cost per 100 
Ibs. of milk. 

59 per cent of the 344 cows in the 
association are Holsteins, and the 
ten high cows, both in milk and fat 
were all Holstein cows.

WISCONSIN’S *4* SIRES 

An interesting report just received 
from University of Wisconsin lists 
the 248 sires that were proven in the 
state during 1938, of which two were 
Ayrshires, 6 Brown Swiss, 29 Guern- 
seys, 78 Holsteins and 16 unregis- 
fered sires. On this report, a sire 
proven with six daughters from 
tested dams is designated by one *. 
If his daughters increased in produc- 
tion over their dams, he is marked 
*2* if the dams averaged between 
300 and 375 lbs. fat, *3* if the dams 
averaged from 375 to 400 lbs. fat, 
*“4* if the dams averaged between 
400 and 500 lbs. fat and *5* if the 
dams averaged over 500 Ibs. fat. 

No *5* sires are found on the 1938 
list but four sires are given a *4* 
rating, of which two are Holsteins, 
one a Guernsey and one a Brown 
Swiss. The two Holsteins are Great 
Home Bess Burke Pride 554771, now 
dead, proven at Southern Wisconsin 
Colony & Training School, Union 
Grove, Wis., whose 19 daughters 
have made 30 records averaging 
14,585 lbs. milk, 3.49%, 509 Ibs. fat, 
an increase of 2,706 lbs. milk, .03%, 
and 98 lbs. fat over their dams; and 
Pabst Sir Crusader’ Boerinhurst 
572536, also dead, proven in three 
herds in Green County, whose 6 
daughters have made nine records 
averaging 11,770 lbs. milk, 3.56%, 
419 lbs. fat, an increase over their 
dams of 79 lbs. milk, .13%, and 18 
lbs. fat. Of the sires credited with 
more tPan one *, 24 are Holsteins, 
of which 18 are listed as dead, 11 
Guernseys cf which 8 are dead, one 
Brown Swiss living and one unreg- 
istered sire dead. 

ACTION IN WINNEBAGO 

On January 16, County Agent Bob 
Heffernan of Winnebago County, 
Wis., called a meeting in OshKosh of 
the directors and testers of the five 
DHI Associations, for the purpose of 
laying out plans for the good of the 
dairy industry in the county. The 
meeting lasted from noon until 5 
p. m. with a lively meeting every 
minute. 

It was decided to carry a page of 
dairy news twice a month in the five 
papers of the county, news that will 
be of interest to Winnebago’s 2,600 
dairy farmers; also to get out a large 
annual report of the testing work in 
the five associations, this to be sent 
to all dairymen in the county and to 
all County Agents in the state, a8 
well as to interested parties in other 
states that may ask for one or en- 
quire about cattle for sale. 

Quite a few of the farmers of the 
county have had their herds in CTA 
from 5 to 12 years and it was felt 
that Dr. Heizer should be invited to 
do more herd analysis work in the 
county this year to help these farm- 
ers to get the full benefit of their 
testing operations and to help them 
plan breeding programs. Several 
breeding schools have already beet 
held in the county as well as the 
showing of moving pictures of artl- 
ficial breeding. At present four 
proven sires are being nsed in artl 
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ficial breeding in about 25 herds of 
the county and there was some dis- 
cussion at this meeting of the advis- 
ability of forming an artificial breed- 
ing circle, buying several proven 
sires, hiring a veterinarian, and thus 
bringing the services of proven sires 
within the reach of more dairymen.

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RE-REGISTERING CANADIAN 
ANIMALS 

One of our Ohio subscribers has 
asked us for information as to the 
procedure in regard to American 
registration of Holsteins imported 
from Canada. We are pleased to 
present the following statement from 
Acting Secretary Norton: 

To Importers and Buyers of Cana- 
dian Holstein-Friesian Cattle: 

Holstein-Friesian cattle which are 
registered in the Holstein-Friesian 
Herd-Book of Canada and _ trans- 
ferred on the Canadian records to 
the American importer, may be reg- 
istered in the Herd-Book of The Hol- 
gstein-Friesian Association of Ameri- 
ca in the name of the importer as the 
original owner in the United States. 
Rules for applying for registration 
of Canadian animals: 

1. Use the regular blank applica- 
tions for registry furnished free by 
this Association. 

2. Color markings should be sketch- 
ed from the imported animals and 
not copied from the Canadian Certi- 
ficate of registry and the certificates 
of comparison should be signed. 
Snap-shot photos are accepted in 
place of sketches, and if photo- 
graphs are used, send four pictures 
of the animal or two of each side. 

3. Applications should show sex, 
date of birth, Canadian name and 
Herd-Book number, names and num- 
bers of the sire and dam and the sig- 
nature and address of the American 
importer as applicant for registry. 

4. Service data and signature of 
the Canadian breeder or owner are 
not required. 

5. Applications for registry should 
be accompanied by the Canadian cer- 
tificate of registry and the Canadian 
certificate of transfer to the Ameri- 
ean importer. 

6. Send fees with applications for 
registration at the regular rates to 
members or non-members. 

Full information and every assis- 
tance possible will be given owners 
of Canadian animals. 

In case of registration of calves im- 
ported in dam, it is required that the 
dam be recorded in the American 
books, after which the registration of 
the calf proceeds in the usual way. 
During the past year, Mr. Norton re- 
ports registration of 111 males and 
1054 females on the basis of pre- 
vious registration in the Canadian 
herd book.

one inch higher at the hips from the floor, a total of five 
inches larger in the three dimensions, than the two-year- 
old cows. 

My curiosity is around as to the kind of a cow the 
Holstein would be if she had the length of rump relative 
to other measurements found on Guernseys and Jerseys. 
Apparently Guernseys and Jerseys have longer rumps in 
proportion to breadth at the hips than Holsteins. Selec- 
tion for length of rump would bring about changes in 
this respect, but we first need to know the present pro- 
portions of Holstein animals for many measurements 
compared with other dairy breeds. It might be some in- 
surance against pendulant and push-forward udders if 
Holstein cattle could be bred with longer rumps. Cows 
with long rumps, good breadth at the hips and thurls, 
and good height from the floor have advantages in con- 
formation that will permit of a long, large udder, well 
attached and supported, and high enough from the floor 
level to facilitate milking and to safeguard against in- 
jury. 

Measurements that I have made of more than 2000 
Holsteins, mostly grades, on farms in Cortland County, 
showed that the length of rump was 89 per cent of the 
width at the hips, while for 290 Guernseys it was 94 per 
cent, and for 198 Jerseys 93 per cent of the width of the 
width at the hips. Some of the black and whites carried 
some blood of a yellow breed. For cows in the 100th 
Earlville the length of rump was 86 per cent of the 
breadth across the hips. 

After measuring more than 3,000 dairy cows, I 
have concluded that for a large, mature, purebred Hol- 
stein, a total of the three measurements may well run 
96 to 102 inches. | like to think of a mature cow as 
measuring 100 inches in the three dimensions, breadth 
at the hips, 24 inches; length of rump, 90 per cent or 
more of this, or 21.5 inches; and height from the floor, 
54.5 inches or more. Such an animal should girth back 
of the shoulders a minimum of 83 per cent of the 100 in- 
ches which would be 83 inches. Such an animal would 
weigh, according to the U. S. Denvartment of Agriculture 
weight scale about 1,560 poun’s.

Measurements of a few of the individuals that ap- 
proached these proportions are given in table 2. 

Of the females sold in the 100th Earlville, nine cows 
measured 100 inches each in the three dimensions and 
thirteen had a girth of 83 inches or more. Some may 
feel that it is expecting too much to look for animals of 
this size, as the ideal, when one one-eighth of a select lot 
like those in the Earlville 100th meet this ideal. But, 
such size is only 10 per cent larger than the average 
grade cow on farms. studied in Cortland County. To ex- 
pect the highly developed purebred Holstein cow, to ex- 
ceed the size of good grades by 10 per cent is an entirely 
reasonable expectation in my opinion. Dairymen may 
be faced with a long period of a milk price level around 
pre-war, possibly a little higher. We all hope that it will 
not go to the low levels of 1891-1900, with costs as they 
are and will continue to be. If there is going to be any 
way of prospering under such expectations, it will be 
with large animals because of their greater efficiency as 
producing units than small ones. 


Not only should the average Holstein cow be larger, 
but in the writer’s opinion, she should have a length of 
rump between 1 an 2 inches longer than is now the case. 
Many years of selection would be required to bring this 
about. Provided it can be proven desirable, selection 
should proceed on this point. 


If the grade Holsteins cows of the Cortland County 
farms mentioned had rumps as long in proportion to the 
breadth at the hips as the Guernseys measured there, the 
average length of rump would have been 1.1 inches long- 
er. That is, if they were built the way the Guernseys 
were built, the rumps would have been 19.9 inches long 
instead of 18.8, with a width at the hips of 21.2. 

Some one has said, ‘“‘The exception proves the rule”. 
We have all seen the good small cow and the poor 
large cow. Conclusions based on individual cases are npt 
recognized as being of any value in scientific-today. Al- 
tho my observations are based on several measurements 
for more than 3000 cows, I feel that measurements 
should be taken of other parts of the body, and for 4 
much larger number of cows to give us some real infor- 
mation on dairy cow symmetry.

It will 
occupy a prominent place in the 
“eross country”’ circuit for dairy cat- 
tle. The circuit will include the 
Eastern States Exposition, Spring- 
field, Mass.; Dairy Cattle Congress; 
Pacific International Livestock Ex- 
position, Portland, Oregon and the 
National Dairy Show, San Francisco, 
California. 

The State Herd Class which was 
included in the dairy cattle exhibit 
for the second time last year will be 
continued. Nine herds from five 
states competed in this class last year 
and it is anticipated that more than 
twice that number will be repre- 
sented this year.
